On the afternoon of June 7, Mr, Ray Wiearty of the Department,' ‘ 
advised that the Grand Jury proceedings against Gold had been discvissed 

irlth Mr, Frank Parker of the Eastern District of New York and tha t 

preparations are going ahead to present the matter to the Grand Jrary on 
Friday, June 9, Mr, TIhearty requested that Special Agents T, Scott liiller 
and Richard Brennan, the two agents who interviewed Gold, be present in the 
office of D. S, Attorney Keogh, EDNZ, at 900 a.m, on June 8, for the 
purpose of going over his testimony with Mr, Parker. I advised him they 
would be there and instructions have been given to the Philadelphia Office 
for these two agents to report as tibove Indicated. Mr, VIhearty advised that 
it would be desirable also for Special Agent Robert Lamphere, iho interviewed 
Fuchs, to report for the Grand Jury on the moning of June 9* The purpose 
of his testimony would be to fill out the plotxire and to reflect the interview 
with Fuchs and the fact that Fuchs admits turning over information to Gold and 
a that Fuchs identified Gold as his contact, Lamphere will not be requested 
to testify to any restricted data, that is he will not be required to explain, 
except in a very general manner, what information Fuchs turned over to Gold, 

Mr, T/hearty also requested that Mr. Dahlgren of the laboratory, be 1 
present on Friday morning June 9, to testify to the handwriting of Gold on j 
the hotel registration cards in Albuquerque and Chicago, . The above Bureau j. 
representatives have all been advised to appear as indicated, f , 

. -Mr, THhearty further requested that we ascertain the identity of the 
individu^ from the Atomic Energy Commission who can testify to the confidential 
nature of the information turned over to Gold by Fuchs as described in Gold’s 
signed statement. The name of the appropriate individual is being secured • 
from the Atomic Energy Commission and will be furnished to Mr. 'ffhearty. 

Mr, "Hhearty further advised that John D, Hamilton, the attorney for 
Gold, communicated ilth U, S. Attorney Gleason at Philadel^ia today and 
wanted to expl^Ctf the possibility of having Gold plead guilty in Philadelphia 
under Rule 20. Mr, Hamilton pointed out that Gold’s friends and family are 
in Philadelphia and ixidicated that he would prefer to plead in that district.

Later, in 19Ul> KATZ opened 
a parking lot on 601-13^W. 130th St., NYC with AMADEO SABATINI, anotiier Soviejb 
agent. KATZ was the espionage principal to ELIZABETH BENTLEY in 19l:U ^nd 
19i45r He has been in Paris for the past few years and his stay there is 
indefinite either because of orders from his Russian superiors or perhaps 
because of fear of returning to the U. S. jurisdiction. As far as is known, 
he does not know of the Bureau's awareness of him.
